Upon learning of the U.S.-initiated air attack on 
Iraq during the night of January 16, a pre-arranged 
emergency plan quickly went into effect. The plan 
involved the staging of amassive legal and peace- 
ful demonstration sponsored by a huge variety of 
peace groups. As planned, at 4:00 P.M. the follow- 
ing day, we converged at Peavy Plaza in down- 
town Minneapolis. 

When word arrived at our house the events 
came as a shock, but obviously something we 
expected for a long time. We knew of the emer- 
gency plans and preparedaccordingly. Allthrough 
the night we monitored the events and made 
preparations for the next day's demonstration. 












spread the message to the poor and working 
classes that the rich and powertul, from all coun- 


- tries, are the only people who benefit by state- 


“sponsored war. 

~ Opting to bus it downtown in order to avoid 
using our cars, we found ourselves ona bus 
almost entirely filled with people going to protest 
the war - all sorts of people, from anti-racist 
skinheads to college students to older people. 


When we reached downtown the bus practically - 


emptiedin frontof Peavy Plaza and we witnessed 
an overwhelming sight of literally thousands of 
people converging around. 

What happened for the first hour of the demon- 
stration revolved around speakers from various 
peace groups and political groups condemn the 
U.S. strike on Iraq, not to mention the original Iraqi 
attack. At times loud chants echoed off the build- 
ings surrounding the plaza, but overall it was 
pretty tame. A very large group masked anar- 
Chists, black flags waving in the chilled winter 
breeze, congregated in one corner of the plaza. 
This of course alarmed many of the more peace- 
ful-minded demonstrators. At this point police 
presence was minimal, at leastas far as uniforms 
concern, but the place was crawling with under- 
covers. At one point several "Peace Nazis” con- 
fronted anarchists when they tore an American 
flag apart in order to make bandanas to use in

disguising faces. These people where from the 
main-stream groups, still brainwashed into au- 
thoritarian organizing really had no argument as 
we made it clear to them they cannot tell us what 
to do like anyone else. 

As the demonstration dragged on and chill set 
in, several right-wing skinheads arrived toting an 
American Flag. A small band of counter-demon- 
strators briefly rallied around the skinheads and 
verbal exchanges between the groups ensued. 
It's not too Ironic that the most patriotic Americans 
would ally with fascists! One counter-demonstra- 
tor apparently went out of control and physically 
attacked someone. He 
was dealt with and 
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at the Bascillica sent a chill through the crowd. 
This lasted only moments as the entire marched 
made an unexpected turn and completely by- 
passed the area. 

We ranaheadin order to get on top of the Loring 
Park foot bridge to drop what remaining leaflets 
we had not already passed out onto the marchers 
as they passed below. When we reached the top 
of the bridge we found ourselves joined by mem- 
bers of RABL who were lowering an enormous 
banner from the bridge. From this point we could 
see the full extent of the march, snaking back for 
over 5 blocks! By the time we ran out ofleaflets we 

found ourselves alone one the bridge

After this it seemed 
to us that the crowd in 
the plaza had reached 
a boiling point. Local 
anarchist groups such

Oh shit, time to 
bail! 

Down on the 
ground the front of 
the march had 
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stration. To our sur- 
prise, it seemed as if 
the entire mass in the 
plaza listened to this 
callandweweresoon 
on the move. When 
the group started 
moving it became 
apparent the vast- 
ness of the mass 
assembled. As the 
groups snaked south 
on Hennepin Ave- 
nue the march com- 
pletely took over the 
entire thoroughfare 
completely blocking 
traffic. The feelings 
all around were 
electric and morale was 
extremely high. By our guess there were at least 
3000 people in the streets, the largest march 
we've witnessed in Minneapolis. 

Loud, spirited chanting marked the march. Over 
a portable P.A. came the call “What do we want? 
Troops out! When do we want it? Now!" -- a 
response from the large anarchist contingentwent 
“What do wewant? Revolution! When do wewant 
it? Now!" Rumors of a large police force waiting

The 
march stoppedhere 
andafter 15 minutes 
the tail end caught 
up and a huge rally 
took place blocking 
the entire thorough- 
fare. More speakers, 
chanting and a few 
burning flags. Police 
kepttheirdistance but 
the patriotic bone- 
heads retumedboast- 
ing they tore down the 
huge RABL banner on 
the bridge. During 
chants of “Nazi go 
home!” a scuffle broke out. The fascist skinheads 
were dealt street justice on a severe level to the 
shock of many of the more peaceful demonstra- 
tors. Perhaps this could be their first realization 
that some people will take initiative to smash 
fascism wherever it exists. While perhaps this 
was not the time and place for such a confronta- 
tion, but seeing them fleeing and beaten put a 


'ystem of class Inequality, the 
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smile on many of our faces. 

Atthis point the march continued to snake south 
towards Uptown. Momentum was kept up and 
morale was still high. Part of our group stopped at 
the local store for refreshments. Nothing gets the 
blood moving faster on a cold day than a healthy 
dose of Jolt cola! In the shop the anti-war march- 
ers were greeted with a lot of enthusiasm, some- 
thing that seemed to hold true throughout, judging 
by the response of by-standers along the way. Up 
until this point property damage was kept to a 
minimum. An unspoken agreement was had that 
this sort of activity would alienate people more 
than anything. Atleast until we passed an Amoco 
Standard station where unauthorized alterations 
were made to the property! 

When we finally reached Uptown our the spirit 
and intensity of the chants reached a crescendo. 
As familiar with past anti-war demonstrations in 
Uptown, barricades of dumpsters were swiftly 
erected to ward of police attack, weary from past 
experience of police brutality. The Uptown inter- 
completely blocked off and the usual (Y)Uptown 
shopping was disrupted. 

‘At this point we heard from radio news reports 
that Iraq had escalated the war by bombing Israeli 
cities. We sat momentarily in stunned silence. 
Then more speakers. With this sudden change in 
events a feeling of re-newed vigor raced through 
the crowd. A fire now raged in one of the dumpster 
barricades and chanting, accompanied by a cho- 
rus of improvised percussion instruments of all 
kinds. Itwas obvious that the police were going to 
give us this demonstration, keeping a distance 
and doing little more than diverting traffic. In fact 
they helped us more than anything disrupting the 
normal business of the city. ` 

It was decided at this point the march was 
headed back downtown where it would break-up. 
We decided this was agood time to head outof the 
area. Using back streets and staying in a group for 
safety, we headed back to the house where we 
regrouped, discussed the days events andplanned 
for another demonstration taking place the follow- 
ing day. 

As we see it there is definitely a strong anti-war 
feeling already in this country. However, it will be 
along struggle before the poor and working classes 
can truly free themselves from the events imposed 
upon us by those in power, wherever they are.

SMASHTHE KLAN - SCUM OF THE LAND! 


Cincinnati, Ohio - Cincinnati was the site of a 
recent Ku Klux Klan gathering. The city, which is 
very conservative, was also the site of the Mapple- 
thorpe controversy. 

The Klan members, spouting the usual racist 
thetoric, were protesting the placement of a 
menorah in honor of Hanukkah. Although runored 
to have approximately 30-40 members in Cincin- 
nati, only twelve Klan members were present, in 
part due to a city ordinance prohibiting the pro- 
testors from wearing their hoods. Undoubtedly, 
some of their members believe themselves to be 
prominent and respectable community members 
and did not want to be recognized. 

The intention of the gathering was to burn a 
cross on Fountain Square, but as city ordinance 
prohibits any public display of fire, the Klan 
members could only hold the ten foot cross and 
chant slogans, such as “Fight Racism, Abolish 
Affirmative Action.” 

Approximately 1500 people showed up at the 
strategically scheduled8:30am meeting to counter- 
demonstrate. Cincinnati's finest were already 
there with riot gear and horse patrols. 

The horse patrols spent most of their time 
pushing through the counter-protestors in attempts 
to disperse groups to avoid violent outbursts. The 
airwas already tense, and the counter-protestors 
seemed ready to fight both the Klan andthe police. 

The protestors remained relatively tame, how- 
ever, armed mainly with slogans such as “Cops 
and Klan Go Hand In Hand,” and some canned 
goods, which a few brave individuals put to use by 
aiming at Klan skulls. The police were using their 
usual tactics, including videotaping the crowd for 
use as evidence for possible charges. 

The gathering, which lasted only 40 minutes, 
also included a few Klan speeches, which were 
not audible over the crowd noise. Seven people 
were arrested for reasons ranging from pelting the 
Klan with canned fruit and rocks to recording the 
license number of the Klan getaway car. 

As the Klan were leaving, several people in the 
crowd pursued them in an attempt to “reason with 
them” (undoubtably with their fists), but met with 
police resistance, complete with mace.

Anarchist Charged in Athens Explosion 

Athens, Greece-One Greek anarchisthas been 
arrested following an explosion which caused him 
to lose his lefteye and hand. Kiriakos Mazokopos 


was taken into custody by security guards on, 


November 8 when he checked into an Athens | 
hospital with serious injuries. Police later charged 
him with possessing, transporting and using guns 
and explosives, and for a bombing andassassina- 
tion caried out-by the group, Revolutionary Soli- 
darity. 

A raid on a store rented by Kiriakos found guns 
and explosives. Kiriakos in the inquiry that fol- 
lowed, defendedhis tactics and the social struggles 
they grew out of: “My principles were formed 
within a social movementwhich since the fall of the 
dictatoship (and always in proportion with the 
priorities which authority sets) is standing against 
authority's activities.” 

“That movementis at this time the only voice of 
resistance and protest in Greece against a ‘пем 
liberalism’ and totalitarianism which threatens to 
predominate all over the world,”

ANTI-FASCIST MURDERED 


An Anti-fascist skinhead was stabbed to death 
by two Nazi boneheads on New Year's Eve in 
Göttingen, West Germany. despite it's relatively 
small size, the city seems to have become one of 
the centers for violent confrontations of auton- 
omists with either fascistscum or the cops. a dem- 
onstration against Neo-Nazi activity was held on 
the following Saturday, attended by about 5000 
people, amongst them about 500 masked mili- 
tants. 


CLASS WAR HITS JAPAN! 


The crowning ceremony of the new Japanese 
Emperor Akhito was accompanied by a vast 
number of militant actions in protest of the multi- 
million dollar spectacle. Even though 40,000 cops 
were on duty in Tokyo, there were several bomb 
attacks on shrines and other religious objects 
which are linked to the Emperor. The climax of 
resistance, which was especially supported by 
radical leftists, was the bombing of a police station 
in which one cop died and also a demonstration 
that was by 2000 people right at the ceremonial 
site. 

Also, the Minister of Labor of Japan was re- 
cently killed when he was stabbed by a “psycho- 
logically unstable" person, who said thathe wanted 
to kill a member of parliament, no matter who it 
was 





At 9 AM on Tuesday, Noveember 27, over 80 
riot police including the RCMP bomb squad, a heli- 
copter, dog teams, fire trucks, and two earth- 
moving tractors were deployed at the 1600 block 
and Francis St. in Vancouver's East-End. Their 
Targets were six squatter houses, occupied since 
February 1990. 

Surrounding three of the houses were six-foot 
high barricades, and inside were a group of squat- 
ters who had erected the barricades against an 
expected eviction of their homes. A Supreme 
Court order for eviction had passed on November 
23, and on that day also squatters and supporters 
had erected barricades on Francis St. and the 
alley behind the houses. After five hours of 
negotiations with police, the barricades were dis- 
mantled with an agreement there would be no 
police action until November 26. On that day, 
squatters again set up barricades, this time around 
three of the houses, and also securing the inside 
of one of the homes. 

During the November 23 negotiations, police 
stated they would notify the media and squatters 
before any police action, and would indicate how 
they would act. However, itwasn't only the squat- 
ters who used the extra time to organize, but also 
the police. The massive paramilitary action, with 
an arsenal of automatic weapons and tear gas, 
was put into effect with the pretext, fabricated by 
the police, that a "new criminal element" now 
armed with 3 shotguns and 2 handguns, had 
moved into into the squats. The fabrication in- 
cluded “reliable sources” and an alleged “ex- 
squatter” who saw the weapons. The very exis- 
tence of such a person cannot’even be verified 
and suspect at best. Police statements, faithfully 
reproduced by the media, were clearly part of a 
constructed counter-insurgency program that 
aimed to isolate and criminalize the squatters: 

“It's not a social housing or a squatting issue 
anymore... We are now faced with a group of 
criminals who have stockpiled weapons ina house. 
We have received reliable information that the 
original group has been taken over by people who 
could care less about social housing. They have 
expressed a desire to kill a policeman" Police 
spokesman cosnt. Bob Cooper). 

In fact, no firearms have been found despite 
extensive police searches. It's difficult to find 
material that doesn't exist! The most police can 
produce are canisters of gasoline (used to ignite 
fires, plainly carried on November 23), buckets of 


assault and snipers on rooftops. The people 
behind the barricades had notchanged, but police 
had to clearly justify their own drastic shiftin tactics 
from November 23 to 27. Adding to the "militant 
criminal anarchist" angle, members of the bomb 
squad were calledin, in case of "booby traps”, and 
houses in a two-block radius were evacuated. 

As people gathered around the police perime- 
ter, targeted individuals were arrested or allowed 
to cross police line and then arrested. during the 
7-hour siege several hundred people gathered 
around the area, most supporting the squatters 
and chanting “Troops out of East Van" and "Hous- 
ing is a right", and yelling warnings to squatters 
whenever the ERT moved toward them. 

Eventually police lines advanced towards the 
barricades with heavy machinery and arresting 
eight people. Four other squatters withdrew into 
the barricaded house, which police demolished 
again using heavy machinery. After this assault, 
the fourremaining squatters emerged waving fists 
and maintaining their defiance in the face of cops 
armed with automatic rifles pointing at them. 

In total, 27 people were arrested. Many were 
subjected to physical assaults during their cap- 
ture, and while in custody. By November 29, all 
had been released; 12 charged with mischief and 
obstruction of justice, the remainder have not 
been charged at all. Prisoners were told the 
investigation was “ongoing” and further charges 
could be laid. While in custody, prisoners were 
shown surveillance photos - for no other reason 
than to indicate police "knew everything” and to 
intimidate the prisoners. Of course, the police 
themselves didn't need to go too far for photo- 
graphs and videotapes, as journalists not only 
reprinted the inuendo put forward by the cops, but 
clearly acted as intelligence gatherers for them. 

The days following the paramilitary assault saw 
a liberal out-pouring from tenants rights groups, 
community “leaders”, as well as trade unionists 
denouncing the extent of the police operation and 
demanding an inquiry. Even "progressive" mem- 
bers of the Vancouver city council participated in 
this “attack on police", whilst also collaborating 
unanimously to declare the evicted houses a 
“public nuisance” and passing a special demoli- 
tion permit. With this, the houses were demol- 
ished on November 29 despite the fact that some 
of the squatters still had possessionsin the houses, 
and despite the fact that some of the houses were 
still liveable. In fact, only two of the six houses had 
received heavy damage. One of the main de- 
mands by the squatters all-along had been to

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occupy the houses until demolition day, which the 
developer, Ning Yee, didn’teven have until the city 
council, including the "progressives" COPE, unani- 
mously gave it to him. .A few squatters who had 
stored their belongings in a comrades bus, which 
was raided by police, found money and other 
items missing. 

Police Repression Builds Our Resistance 

It was important that the police action of No- 
vember 27 did not intimidate the growing resis- 
tance in Vancouver - that people did not retreat 
back into the safety of their houses, or friends 
houses. So on November 29, a strong, angry 
protest was held. Gathering at Grandview park in 
the East-End, well over 100 people marched to the 
1600-block Francis, where some squatters made 
speeches on their determination to fight on and 
continue squatting. From here the demo pro- 
ceeded towards the downtown area, blocking 
traffic, with a banner in front which read “Police 
Repression Builds Our Resistance". On the route,

The second stop 
for the demo was the main target of peoples’ rage: 
the Vancouver Police Department station. The 
main entrance was blocked and police inside, 
clearly intimidated, locked the doors and called 
more officers. A police car outside was attacked 
but because of no preparation beforehand, people 
lacked the necessary tools to do real damage 
such as paint, iron bars, etc. Before the cops could 
organize or call in more officers, the demo moved 
down through the tourist/trendy Gastown area. 
Here people became bolder, and some began 
knocking over postal and newspaper boxes-but 
again any higher levels of property damage were 
stopped by lack of preparation. The protest then 
moved up to Hastings, and prior to reaching 
Gainsville St., 8-10 motorcycle cops arrived and 
attempted to cordon off the demo, bumping into 
people at the rear and hitting others who got in 
their way along the side of the demo. here, the 
demonstrators, now numbering between 30-40, 
became more organized, linking arms and not 
allowing cops to stop the demo or intimidate them.

Cologne, Germany 

On the 13th of December, one of the largest 
squats in Cologne, Weisshausstrasse, was evacu- 
ated and killed. Squatters unsuccessfully tried to 
defend the squat but after brief resistance, the 
police tore down barricades erected by squatters 
and took control of the building. The police action 
came after a lengthy face-off between riot cops 
and squatters who played drums and chanted 
behind their barricades. 

Earlier, in October, the company thathadbought 
the land had come in the early morning hours and 
knocked down a large wall that was part of the 
squat, which caved in on alarge bus which usually 
housed a number of people. “Fortunately”, the 
occupants were at the time preparing for their big 
community breakfast and nobody was in the bus 
or they may have been seriously hurt. 

Weisshausstrasse, a former factory, served as 
an anarchist center for Cologne and provided 
space for concerts, theater, etc. Squatting in 
Germany, as elsewheré in Europe, is undergoing 
a life or death struggle as the European Commu- 
nity heads towards unity in-1992. The second 
largest squat in Cologne, Mauritiuswall 16, was 
scheduled for eviction on January 3, but we have 
not heard reports of this taking place. 

Hamburg, Germany

LOGGING EQUIPMENT DESTROYED 


LUBICONS 
FACE TRIAL 


Thirteen Lubicon Nations members have been charged 
following the destruction of Buchanan Lumber's logging 
‘equipmentin their traditional area (see lastissue). Buchanan 
has begun logging on unceded Lubicon lands' in Northern 
Alberta despite assurances from the 500-member Cree na- 
tion that all developments not authorized by the rightful 
owners of the land would be dismantled. Buchanan's equip- 
ment was torched and tires slashed several weeks ago. 

The Lubicon Nation has been fighting for over 50 years for 
legal rights to their traditional territories. Oildevelopment has 
destroyed their traditional hunting and trapping economy and 
forced 95% of the community onto welfare. 

During the previous week, the RCMP took in 18 Nation 
members for questioning, charging them with mischief, hold- 
ing them incommunicado and then not pressing charges after 
hours ofquestioning. Members were told they would bear the 
brunt of the whole thing unless they cooperate. One young 
man was assaulted while in custody. 4 

On December 12, charges of arson, mischief, possession 
of explosives, and disguise with intent were laid against 13 
Lubicons. They were scheduled to appear in court on 
January 7 and 14, 1991. The Lubicons' position is that the 
province has no jurisdiction on sovereign Lubicon lands and 
therefore the Nation members are not subject to Canadian 
courts. Several years ago charges were dropped against a 
Lubicon duck hunter who was hunting without a provincial 
license when he asked the court to prove they had jurisdiction 
on Lubicon lands. How the Alberta government hopes to 
Prove its jurisdiction over unceded Native lands this time 
around is still a mystery, 

SOVEREIGNTY IN THE COURTROOM 

Twelve of the Lubicon Nation members stayed mute 
throughout the proceedings in Alberta's courts when sum- 
moned on charges laid against them on December 12. Their 
| lawyer explained to the court that the Lubicon Lake Indian 
Nation was never conquered and is therefore not subject to 
Canadian jurisdiction. 

The "sovereignty defense" is becoming more common 
these daysas Mohawks, Lubicons and other firstnations face 
criminal charges in Canadian courts for defending their 
traditional lands. The thirteen Lubicons were told that their 
silence in court is being considered a'not guilty’ plea, and are 
to face a judge and jury starting with preliminary hearings on 
April 29. The Lubicons maintain that as a sovereign nation 
only their jurisdiction applies to the 10,000 square kilometers 
that constitutes their traditional territory in Northern Alberta.

“inherent right of colonial people to struggle by all 
necessary means at their disposal against colo- 
nial powers which suppress their aspiration for 
freedom and independence" as protected by inter- 
national law in the United Nations charter. 

The Tribunal was significant as the first exten- 
sive public documentation of the scale and,scope 
of domestic political repression on the part of the 
U.S. government. The Tribunal hearings power- 
fully revealed the fundamental hypocrisy of U.S. 
foreign policy as it is propagated at home. Testi- 
mony illustrating the systematic and institutional- 
ized repression of organizations, movements, and 
their leaders working within the confines of the 
U.S. borders is bound to shatter international and 
domestic perceptions of America as the bastion of 
freedom and human rights. 

But the Tribunal was more than a formal pro- 
ceeding legitimizing the case being brought be- 
fore the United Nations'World Court. Itrepresents 
the consolidation of disparate radical and revolu- 
tionary forces on the left in North America. These 
sectors are coming together through building 
supportfor all ourimprisoned comrades. amongst 
them, there is a common articulation of an ap- 
proach, strategy and level of domestic resistance 
which the U.S. has tried to silence and destroy 
through criminalization, terror and the taking of 
political prisoners. 

Support for political prisoners emanating from 
national liberation movements and revolutionary 
struggles at home is an act of defiance in itself. In 
that sense the Tribunal was public reclamation of 
a terrain of struggle and a reclamation as our own 
of the individuals who have suffered greatly the 
consequences of directly engaging the American 
machine - who have been labeled terrorist, who 
have been left to rot, go crazy or to die in prison.

More significantly, 
the Tribunal was the final step, following the gath- 

-ering of evidence of U.S. policies of Genocide, 
“denial of self-determination, and violations of 
human rights, before presenting a case to the 
World Court at Geneva in an attempt to bring 
international recognition to the crimes carried out 
by the U.S. government against dissident move- 
ments within it's border. 

While there are 150 p.p.s and p.o.w. in the 
United States, the U.S. government denies their 
existence. The U.S., along with Canada, is one of 
the few governments in the world to deny they im- 
prison people on the grounds of their political 
beliefs and actions. By denying "Political Pris- 
oner” and Prisoner of War" status to such prison- 
ers, the U.s. state uses an extremely effective 
method of counter-insurgency in the form of crimi- 

' Nalization: essentially isolating these prisoners 

from apopular base of supportby labeling them as 

"terrorists". Criminalization of militant protest is 

used elsewhere by govemments, an example 

being Britain's denial that captured Irish Republi-

liberating comrades from prison, robbing finance 
their activities defending themselves against po- 
lice, or bombing symbols of oppression: Still more 
were captured while in clandestinity. 

Once captured, p.p.s and p.o.w.s face brutal 
prison conditions and solitary confinement, re- 
stricted rights to legal defense and excessively 
lengthy sentences -all a direct result of the political 
objectives of their acts. 

Over three days, the Tribunal heard extensive 
evidence and testimony supporting the case 
againstthe U.S. govemment, which will be brought 
before the World Courtin March of 1991. the case 
will be presented to the United Nations in the 
context of an amnesty campaign mounted by the 
Freedom Now! organization (who helped organ- 
ize the Tribunal). 

The petitioners in the case include 92 political 
prisoners and prisoners of war, and several 
hundred political, religious and community organi- 
zations and high-profile individuals. Charges are 
being brought against the governmentofthe United 
States, the president, the attomey general, the 
F.B.I., the C.I.A., the Bureau of Prisons, the Fed- 
eral Parole board and the equivalent state bodies. 

The petitioners in the case were asking jurists 
and Tribunal to affirm that there are in fact political 
prisoners and prisoners of war held in U.S. jails, 
incarcerated for their opposition to the policies of 
the U.S. government and/or their involvement in 
movements for national liberation; and to find the 
U.S. guilty of violation of international law on the 
following counts.

We've been 
corresponding to Class War for the past year and they sent 
us stickers, fliers, news and infos about the latest on going 
activities from Class War and they've also sent us the latest 
book called the Poll Tax Riot, which for me | think contains 
mostly violence but with a cause and sense. Unfortunately 
we can’t do the same thing over here, people are being ruled 
by FEAR on their minds. Fear from being beaten, tortured 
and killed by the police which we all know a grim reality here 
in Manila, like the word “Salvage.” A process in which the 
police no longer take the person to court for a fair trial but sen- 
tenced them to Death by their own law (the gun) and throw 
them at the nearest dumpsite, rivers, ocean and sometimes 
in the streets.

ANARCHISM PART 9 
Gees BY FELIX ee 


Mexico like many other nations inthe Americas 
has developed a tradition of anarchism which has 
combined the European philosophy of anarchism with 
local communal traditions. Until the days of the Diaz 
dictatorship Mexican peasants lived in villages and 
worked communally owned plots of land surrounding 
the village. Their traditional way of living wasin itself 
opposed to capitalist and authoritarian means of own- 
ership and production. In the middle of the 19th 
century anarchist ideas from Europe spread to Mexico 
where they were translated and spread by Ignacio 
Ramirez and Melchiro Campo. In 1863 Plotin C. 
Rhodakanaty a Greek immigrant started a student group 
at the College in Mexico City where he taught philoso- 
phy. Many of the members of this group went onto play 
important roles in the anarchist and labor movements. 
In 1865 the club helped local textile workers organize 
a union, leading to the first recorded strike in Mexican 
history. The'group split up and Rhodakanaty started a 
libertarian school for peasant children in the town of 
Chalco. In 1869, one of the former pupils Julio Chavez 
started a peasant rising which spread to several states. 
After initial success the rising was crushed by govern- 
ment troops and Chavez was executed. Rhodakanaty 
was sentenced to death, but managed to gain his free- 
dom provided he left the area. Rhodakanaty and 
Francisco Zalacosta formed La Socialin 1871. The aim 
of this group was "The abolition of all systems of 
goverment and Liberty forall the manual and intellec- 
tual workers of the Universe". Another anarchist group 
Sociedad Aritistica Industrial published a newspaper 
and agitated among the workers of Mexico City. In 
1876 La Social had 62 sections across Mexico and 
anarchist activity was high throughout the country, par- 
ticularly in the labor movement. Unfortunately anar- 
chists were a minority in major labor organizations and 
when Diaz came to power and entrenched his dictator- 
ship these organizations were taken over by the govem- 
ment. Zalacosta was jailed in 1880 and not heard from 
again. Rhodakanaty failed to re start his school and re- 
turned to Europe. In the 1880's and early 90's Porfiro 
Diaz dictatorship took corruption and-oppression of 
working peoples to extremes. Whole communities had 
the land which they had worked communaly stolen and 
given to a handful of influential families or to foreign 
businessmen. These peasants were then forced to work 
in near serfdom on their former lands. Any voice of 
protest was met with imprisonment and heavy fines 
which the offender was forced to work off. Along with 
debt slavery, forced labor in dangerous mines was a 
common punishment. Strikes were met with brutal 
Oppression and many. workers were murdered by police 
and hired thugs. Not surprisingly resistance to such 
dictatorship was boiling beneath the surface. The 
Tesurgent anarchist movement in Mexico centered 
around the Partido Liberal Mexico or P.L.M. From 
1900 on the P.L.M. became increasingly radical and 
moved from traditional Liberalism to revolutionary 
anarchism, Ricardo Flores Magon and his brother 
Jesus founded the newspaper Regeneracion. Repres- 
sion of the anarchists and their paper was intolerable 
and many of the most active members of the P.L.M. 
were forced to operate from the U.S.A. From here they 
could work to finance printing of propaganda which 
was smuggled into Mexico and distributed. The P.L.M. 
formed an organizational Junta in Saint Louis in 1905 
which co-ordinated activities in Mexico and the U.S.A. 
The U.S. government also repressed the anarchists and 
they were frequently imprisoned and harassed. In 1906 
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arising in Mexico organized by the P.L.M. was crushed 
by the Diaz dictatorship, as was another larger one in 
1908. In 1910-11 the movement against Diaz grew and 
the P.L.M. was involved in many actions, along with 
the reformist forces of Francisco Madero. An armed 
Tising by the two groups was foiled, but guerrilla 
warfare continued in the countryside. The alliance with 
the Maderists proved to be unfortunate as Madero on 
several occasions betrayed and deceived the P.L.M. to 
gain their support for his political ambition, and thwart 
their growing influence which he saw asa threat. When 
Madero and Diaz made peace in 1911, Madero became 
president although much of the corrupt regime re- 
mained in place. Madero launched a campaign against 
the remaining anarchist guerrillas who were active 
across Mexico and had the Northem part of Baja 
California under their control. Revolt soon flared up as 
Madero failed toimplement any serious reforms. Armed 
bands led by the likes of Emiliano Zapata, Pancho Villa 
and Pascual Orozco grew in size and challenged the 
Maderist regime. The P.L.M. was active onits own and 
with the Zapatistas. Their program was one of com- 
plete expropriation of the land, factories and natural 
resources forthe benefit of the workers. The Zapatistas 
while not organized around any sort of anarchist plat- 
form fought for an anarchistic communal life style 
under the motto of the P.L.M. "Land and Liberty". 
Across Mexico land was expropriated and divided up 
among the peasants as wealthy land owners suffered for 
their years of exploitation and abuse. Public records of 
debts and property ownership were bumed, and attacks 
were made on the church which was also a traditional 
oppressor. Madero was arrested and executed by 
General Victoriana Huerta who set himself up as anew 
dictator. Provincial Governor Venustiano Carranza 
formed his own armed movementand fought Heurta as 
did the forces of Villa and Zapata. In 1914 the com- 
bined forces of Zapata, Villa and Carranza took control 
of Mexico City and overthrew Huerta. Carranza plot- 
ted against his allies, and with the support of the U.S. 
took power and tumed against them. At this time 
Carranza gained the support of the anarcho-syndicalist 
Casa del Obrero Mundial as well as socialist labor 
groups who fought against the agrarian revolutionaries 
led by Villa and Zapata. The P.L.M. denounced this 
division of the working class and urged the urban work- 
ers to join the peasants and fight the government. 
However, the two groups differences were too great 
and the Carranza forces eventually managed (with help 
fromthe U.S. army under Gen. Pershing) to crush Villa. 
In 1919 the Carranza forces invited Zapata to a confer- 
ence under a truce, he complied with the truce and 
showed up only to bë murdered. His forces foughf on 


_ for a while but were‘also crushed. Once his һо14 оп 


power was established Carranza betrayed the workers 
who had helped gain his position. Strikes were out- 
lawed andthe Unions were disbanded, thus the workers 
suffered for their alliance with Carranza. Many of the 
activists of the P.L.M. spent the rest of their lives in 
exile in the U.S. and Canada. Ricardo Magon died in 
a U.S, prison in 1922, due to lack of medical attention. 
Anarchism as. amass movementin Mexico was crushed, 
although there have been instances of agrarian revolt in 
the tradition of Zapata as recently as the 1970's in which 
land was expropriated and distributed to the peasants. 
Anarchists played an important role in the first major 
revolution of the twentieth century but due to betrayal 
by alleged allies against a series of dictators and failure 
to unify the interests of urban workers and peasants the 
idea was never transformed into reality.

The Beginners Guide to Imperialism and the Oil War 


WESTERN IMPERIALSIM 
The capitalist West bases it's economy on the 
control of labor and resources from developing 
countries. 
sources and labor from the Third World and tum 
around and sell finished products back home in 


the West at enormous profits. The World Bank 
and IMF also operate in the same way to enforce 


Western dominance over Third World nations. 
The peasants and workers of these nations are 
the oneswho suffer mostas they are over-worked, 
underpaid and cannot grow food crops because 


the land is used for export cash crops or other 


resources for export. While the ruling elite of these 
countries indulge in the luxuries of the West in 
exchange for keeping the local populations from 
revolting andbasically sucking-ass to the Westen 
bosses (if they don't they'll suffer like Panama). 
This is classical Imperialism and the maintenance 
of global domination. 
GULF OIL AND FOREIGN POLICY... 

The West is dependant on cheap oil from the 
Middle East to fuel their own economies. When 
the cost of oil goes up, the cost of production, 
industry, transportation, etc. all increase.. This 
means inflation at home, which is incredibly bad 
for the economy - in other words, people don't 
have the money to purchase products-which 
means less profits in the pockets of corporations. 
The ruling elite will use everything in their arsenal 
to maintain the status quo (in this case the contin- 
ual flow ofcheap oil) andatlastresortwill callin the 
U.S. military to do their dirty work. If you still can't 
see the connection between big business and 
government foreign policy consider that every 
U.S. Secretary of State from 1953 to the present 
has major connections with big oil. The current 
U.S. Secretary of State is connected to a law firm 
serving big oil companies and his family has large 
holdings in Exxon, Mobil, Atlantic-Richfield, Stan- 
dard of California and Standard of Indiana.

bor Iran over disputed territory. During this war, 
lraqwas supported militarily and financially by just 
about every western government, as well as by 
_ the Saudi and Kuwaiti government who poured 
~ tens of billions of dollars into Iraq to fund the war. 
The common reason for Iraqi support by Western 
government and the Western-allied gulf states, 
was to destroy Iran's military might in the region. 
Iran had built up a considerable military capability 
during the 1960's and 70' under the Shah, buthad 
fallen into the hands of the Ayatolla Khomeini after 
the rise of Islamic fundamentalism and anti-West 
sentimentin that country. In other words, the Gulf 
kingdoms and the West (although covertly) sup- 
ported Iraq, even though they had a generally 
roughrelation with the socialist Baath government 
of Iraq, because Iraq represented the only force 
standing in the way of Iranian expansionism. The 
western-allied kingdoms of Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia especially depended on Iraqi victory to 
save themselves, and their oil reserves, from 
attack. 
REPAYMENT IN KIND 

The conclusion drawn by many experts in Middle 
East politics agree that when the war ended in 
1988, no one thought Iraq wouldhave come out so 
wellin terms of technological and military strength. 
With the conflict over both Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia demanded immediate repayment for loans 
made to Iraq during the war. That's usually how 
governments work isn't it? However, the Iraqi 
government was unable to pay back their debts 
because the price of their own chief export, oil, 
was so depressed by pressure on Kuwait and 
Saudi Arabia to over-produce by Western govern- 
ments who wanted cheap oil to fuel their own 
economies. The fact that the government of 
Kuwait refused to stop undercutting Iraq with both 
cheaper oil and overproduction, combined with 
very credible evidence that Kuwait was drilling at 
such an angle near the border that they were 
pumping oil out of Iraqi territory, left Iraq with very 
little choice but to use their last resort, the military, 
to punish Kuwait. And on August 2, Iraq did just 
that by over-running Kuwait. Iraq did in fact warn 
of this action ahead of time and had issued letters 
stating so to the ambassadors to the U.N. Security 
Council member countries. The U.S. ambassa- 
dor's response: “we have no opinion on Arab-Arab 
conflicts.” 

WESTERN RESPONSE 

However, by invading Kuwait, the Iraqi's vio- 
lated the free control over the resources by the 
West. Ohno! The price of gasoline doubles in 
some areas of the U.S. overnight! George Bush 
uses this as an excuse for sending in the military, 
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Multinational corporations take re- 


the stars and stripes, etc. From the Cold War to 
the Oil War we have another "just cause." Under 
the guise of protecting Saudi Arabia and the other 
Gulf oil producing states (and the economies of 
the West), the U.S. spearheads an effort to tum 
the global governments against Iraq. Sanctions 
are put into effect, trade cut off, and the military 
build-up begins. 
WHAT ABOUT THE UNITED NATIONS? 

It's painfully obvious the U.N. is only a forum for 
the ruling elite to make and pass resolutions to 
maintain their power. The Security Council, which 
makes decisions involving sanctions, wars, etc., is 
made up almost exclusively of the top imperialist 
powers in the world, so of course they're going to 
want to maintain cheap resources, which in this 
case means Iraqi withdrawal from Kuwait. The 
U.S. primarily went through the U.N. to gain justi- 
fication for actions against Kuwait. But does that 
mean justification? Does the U.S. adhere to 
enforcing U.N. resolutions? No! An example 
would be U.N. resolutions ordering Israel to 
withdraw from the Occupied Territories, which 
have never been enforced. The U.S. has also 
closed the New York City mission of the PLO 
against U.N. support. United Nations resolutions 
are meaningless and are enforced with hypocrisy 
and double standards, at the will and whim of the 
U.S. foreign policy. 

WHY WAR? 

The reason George Bush was so adamant 
about pushing for early military retaliation, instead 
of continuing with sanctions or seriously pursue 
Negotiations, wass out of fear that they mighthave 
worked! It's been shown time and time again that 
the U.S. will use force whenever quick victory is 
possible to resolve Third World conflicts i.e. Veti- 
nam, Panama, etc. Not only does this allow the 
U.S. to spread influence and establish bases for 
Third World dominance, but re-enforces rule by 
military might. The U.S. economy is dependant on 


= ау production as well and the use of diplo- 
е я ves to reduce the relevance of 


militarism. This is perhaps the last chance for the 
U.S., on decline as far as economic clout in the 
world, to maintain it's position on top. In terms of 
control of economics, the military is the only thing 
still going for U.S. dominance. 

~- A U.S. - ARAB ALLIANCE? 

Bush has also lined-uphis "multi-national" coa- 
lition of military forces to combat Iraq, boasting he 
has support from the Arab nations to justify the 
U.S. presence. The fact is he only has support by 
the ruling elite of those nations who plan on 
carving up Iraq like post-World War Two Germany 
and gaining more influence in the area. The Arab 
countries themselves are also pressured under 
threat of sanctions against them’ if they remain 
friendly to Saddam Hussein, like Sudan and Jor- 
dan. However, the populace know the real threat 
is Western influence in the area and some predict 
that Arab radicals may over-throw their govern- 
ment if say Israel was drawn into the conflict. 
Israel is seen by just about all Arabs as a main 
instigator of violence and tool of U.S. policy in the 
region and is universally despised. For this rea- 
son there is great pressure on the Israeli govern- 
ment to not retaliate against Scud missile attacks 
on civilian targets. If Israel is drawn into the war, 
the Arab coalition will undoubtable fall apart. There 
is also a growing feeling of resentment against 
Saudi Arabia for allowing the U.S. build-up such a 
presence in the area. This feeling will probably 
grow as more and more news of atrocity commit- 
ted against Arabs filter out of Iraq. The players in 
this conflict could change suddenly and swiftly as 
the War goes on... The U.S. is driving tanks 
through a China Shop at high speed. 

THE HOME FRONT 

The U.S. population has been told exactly what 
we want to hear , "This is a just war", "This is will 
not be another Vietnam,” and "The Liberation of 
Kuwait has begun.” Whata crock of shit! While 
Saddam Hussein has demonstrated his brutality 
with the genocide against his own Kurdish popu- 
lation and more recently with the bombardment of 
Israeli civilians, the regime of the Al-Sabah family 
in Kuwait was one of the most repressive monar- 
chies in the world. In-fact protests for greater 
freedoms in Kuwait clamped down upon as re- 
cently as February 1990. The U.S. will support 
any dictatorial regime as long as they carry out the 
will of U.S. foreign interest. Take the continual 
U.S. support for the brutal governmentin El Salva- 
dor as an example, or the Philipines, or Chile, or... 
The gag on news reporting of the war imposed by 
the Pentagon should also make anyone think 
twice about who's really free. What we've basi- 
cally been seeing by the mainstream media has 
been one long commercial for militarism. 





THE COST 

It's obvious that there's really little we can do to 
stop this costly war. If there was ever a "Peace- 
dividend” from the Cold War it can be written off 
now. Itisestimated that the U.S. government has 
spentan average of over $600 million aday on the 
Persian Gulf build-up since itbegan. With justone 
day's cost just imagine all the community develop- 
ment programs this could fund, how many houses 
this could build for the homeless, how many col- 
lege educations, or health care programs. Wouldn't 
re-investment into research and development of 
alternative, safe energy resources, like solar power, 
be a much better investment? 

IN HUMAN TERMS 

But when it comes down toit the true costof this 
conflict is in human lives. Under trade the trade 
embargo, already thousands of Iraqi civilians are 
suffering from a lack of food and medicine, as well 
as in Jordan and Sudan where trade restrictions 
have been affected, hurting the civilian populace. 
Rightnowin Iraq tens of thousands of civilians and 
soldiers, many of whom were unwillingly con- 
scripted, are being slaughtered under U.S. bombs 
and missiles. Soon the U.S. ground forces will join 
in the fighting and those, in this land of opportunity, 
who found military service to be their only option 
will soon be slaughtered too. The real cost of war 
is it's victims on both sides. Saddam Hussein, 
albeit a martyr to Western imperialism, is just as 
much a power-hungry madman as George Bush. 
If we let this continue we will continue to find 
ourselves living in a world where more and more, 
the rule of militarism will dictate our lives. We 
should give support to neither side, instead in- 
crease the pressure on the powers all govern- 
ments. Until the rulers are swept out of power will 
we continue to suffer... As long as there is govern- 
ment there will be wars. 


Inan attempt to compile as much information on Oil War 
resistance we have pulled together as much information as 
| we could from a variety of sources ranging from personal 
experiences to alternative news sources to the main stream 
media (partiallistatend of report). These listings, for the most 
part, are incomplete due to a virtual to media silence on the 
topic, but we have listed, in chronological order, all of the 
events we could find. Please understand, however, that in 
Justabout every major city around the world there have been 
actions in a daily basis and our listings only cover the events 
we have knowledge of. The purpose of these listings are to 
gauge anti-war sentiment and hope to show how diverse the 
movement is. One special item to remember is that these 
anti-war activities are attended by people of all racial back- 
grounds and minority groups-- something notalluded.to with 
the mainstream media covering only those who appear to be 
white and middle class. 

Some continuing events include: Atthe Westover Airforce 
Base in Massachusetts there has been an on-going non- 
violent vigil maintained Since the deployment began in Au- 
gust. Over 5000 people have taken part and 97 have been 
arrested. Nearby towns of Amherst, Worthington, and Con- 
way have convened special town meetings to pass resolu- 
tions opposing the war. 

Another anti-war vigil has been maintained in front of the 
White House in Washington, D.C. since the begining of 
deployment. Vigils have also been held every Wednesday at 
the Easter Illinois University.

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WAR IS BIG 





The system that we ‘live’ in is a system built on 
war. From preparation to actual conflict; profit. 
Those that profit most are the governments and 
corporations. Both go hand in hand. Sometimes 
it seems hard to avoid the corporation's products, 
so deeply entrenched are they that everywhere 
one turns is a multi-national corporation's product. 

This is the size of the multinationals and their 
disguise. The profits of many corporations are 
larger than some countries’ budgets. Multination- 
als own entire sections of the consumer market, 
dealing in everything from nuclear weapons, to 
entertainment, to soft drinks. They transcend 
mostinternational boundaries. They own subsidi- 
ary companies, often competing products are 
actually put out by one vast corporation. They can 
adapt to changing consumer demands, as seen in 
the switch to a growing vegetarian market. Capi- 
talism is death: The instigator and/or supplier to 
various wars and they rise to power with the 
consumer society's support. Take away the money 
and you begin crumbling their power, as in boy- 
cotts. But boycotting must not be seen as the end, 
for switching to lesser-known products obviously 
only means the build-up of new corporations. We 
believe corporations are only the symptoms of a 
capitalist power-based system and that capitalism 
is the instrument of all government systems. It 
makes no difference if itis "free" capitalism en- 
dorsed by the state or is direct-state capitalism (as 
in old Soviet-bloc. counties); governments, the 
capitalist system and corporations must be de- 
stroyed. 

"Profits before Peace” is the title of this article 
and thatis the obvious intention of multis such as 
EMI, GE, Litton, ete, etc. They care nothing for 
peace, freedom, or life -- only profit. The system 
tried to teach us that war is necessary for all of us 
to be free, but it's only necessary for those who 
quest for profit. As stated earlier, boycotting is 
only one part of the solution, but it's a step that's 
proven to be effective; the decision is up to us...

« In 1983 the U.S. State Department launched 
"Operation Staunch,” designed to discourage 
countries from selling arms to Iran. This program 
was pursued vigorously in the years that fol- 
lowed, averaging several official protests a month 
to foreign governments. Yet, in 1985 over 400 
tons of mostly U.S.-built spare parts for F-4 and 
F-14 were delivered to Iran via a Belgium firm 
using a British cargo plane chartered in Zaire. 
Also, Israel has been covertly supplying Iran with 
U.S=made weapons, and was officially given 
permission in 1981, contrary to Operation 
Staunch. 


In attempts to increase military expenditure 
(which does the economy wonders) the U.S. has 
constantly played upon the supposed gap be- 
tween the U.S. and U.S.S.R. and then down- 
playing it's own advances and expenditure. 

1950: “The Russians would have 600 to 700 
bombers by 1960." What they had was 190. 
Throughout the life of the gap the U.S. has always 
had a superiority of at least 300 bombers. 

1960: "U.S.S.R. will have 500-1000 ICBMs by 
1961" Later it was found out they actually had 10, 
while the U.S. had 200. 

“Laser Gap": "The U.S.S.R. could deploy 
nuclear-powered X-ray lasers, while the U.S., 
behindon technology, would require more nuclear 


tests" In a response to a congressional inquiry in _ 


1986, the CIA stated itdid not believe the U.S.S.R 
could deploy these weapons without further tests. 


(Since this writing the "Cold War" has been abruptly 
ended due to the U.S.S.R.'s inability to continue 
financing their own arms productions. However, 
the forces of capitalism claim the continuing build- 
upis need to quell "Third World" violence--such as 
the Persian Gulf.)

In a war of attrition. such as the U.S. air campaign against Iraq, the aim is to wipe out the opponents centers of communication, production and transportation. With modern society 
based on the populations concentrated in cities and towns, the targets are more likely to be near homes who's inhabitants may be little more than innocent by-standers to the conflict. 


Inevitably. even with the most sophisticated modern weaponry, innocent civilians become the targets. especially to machines which cannot distin 


ish between citizen and soldier. 


Already we have heard reports of Iragi civilian deaths officially numbering in the 5000-6000 range by Iraqi officials, as casualties of U.S. and coalition force air strikes. With the TNT 
tonnage equivalent of over 7 Hiroshima-size atom bombs. it would be ludicrous to believe that Iraqi casualties are so low, considering large population centers are frequently targets. 
While the U.S. praises the pin-point accuracy of their weapons. we've seen failures of the systems and can speculate on their reliability. The Iraqi Scud missiles have been declared 
a "terrorist weapon”, rightly so, on the grounds that it randomly impacts into civilian targets. but we should also realized that a similar tactic is taking place against Iraqis when missiles 


and bombs stray fro 


their intended targets. 


Even so, the U.S. policy is to downplay civilian casualties. Barring radical change amongst the coalition forces, the U.S. will win this war. meaning that there will never be a full 
accounting for those dead. The U.S. has already kept a veil of secrecy on the subject and has refused to give reliable evidence that U.S. bombing may in-fact pose a Serious threat to 
the fragile ecosystem along the Tigris and Euphrates rivers. With the U.S. targeting factories. refineries, laboratories, reactors, etc., it would be foolish to think that this would not have 
a long term contaminating effect on the environment and a danger to the population. Iraqi civilian casualties are probably in the tens of thousands already, with some estimates and 


unreliable.reports indicate deaths in the hundreds of thousands. In any case, we'll probably never know the full affects, at least not as reported by the government. In Pa 


ma mass 


graves of massacred civilians are still being uncovered 13 months after the U.S. invasion. U.S. government has stated civilian deaths were less than 100, almost 4000 bodies have been 


exhumed. Many witness report U.S. soldiers burying the dead during the invasion.

summer of 1990, right after | turned 18. 


Why do you think most people join the National Guard 
or the Army? 

It's money. The number one reason is money for college. 
The drill sargent down at Fort Sill asked "Who here joined for 
College money?" and everyone raised their hand. Somebody 
said “I joined to defend my country” which was a total lie. He 
just knew that the drill sargent would get on him if he joined 
for college money, but he did anyway. That's probably the 
only reason, especially the National Guard. Icould have gone 
to an expensive college for $200 a year and only have to 
spend money on books, which is basically free. 


Would you say most people who joined were from 
poorer backgrounds? 

Probably. | don't know any people who joined who were 
rich, President Reagan cut all student aid which made it so 
inviting to join the military because of the 6.1.

What did they tell you in the Army? 

Actually, itwas the TV that told us thatwe were going. We 
didn’thear from oursuperiors. We hadto find out from the TV 
which means the civilians knew before we did and that just 
made a fucked up situation even worse. The military doesn't 
tell you what's going on. They don't tell you the truth. The 
information that | gotwas mailed into me from my parents and 
that's when I really started thinking about it. The military only 
has two sources of information; “The Stars and Stripes" and 
AFN which is “Armed forces Network" which is the T.V. 
station. Both are completely slanted. It’s a real brainwashing 
thing. The tell you how fucked up Saddam Hussein is, how 
he has to be stop, but they don't really tell you why you're 
doing it. Everyone over there was already brainwashed. | 
ready some articles to these people and they said it was all 
lies. | mean, what do you believe? AFN? They're going to 
tell you what you want to hear. Nobody really listened to me. 


Do you think a lot of the soldiers were pretty geared- 
up to go to Saudi Arabia? 

Yeah they were, but l'd say thenumberone reason, which 
is just so stupid... For example, this is how much thought 
people put into going and killing people, is, their number one 
reason for going to Saudi Arabia was that it was warm in 
Saudi Arabia and it was just getting into winter in Germany. 
| couldn't deal with that. These people were really stupid and 
closed-minded: Total conformists. 


Where there any others who were having second 
thoughts? 

Not really, orif they did they were keeping quiet. | went to 
my chain of command and told them what | thought and they 
shot me down. They told me | was a little piss-head and | 
didn’t deserve the time of day. | wanted to file Conscientious 
Objector there in Germany through the proper channels, but 
they wouldn't let me. | was refused the use of my chain of 
command and | went to seek civilian military counseling. | 
waited for 40 hours for three appointments which never 
showed up. I had nothing left to do so | decided to go AWOL. 


What was the one thing that made you take that final 
decision? 


Volume.” It’s kind of a rellious movie and | watched it and 
decided fuck-it, I'm going to do it. | had been thinking about 
going, or at least planning on trying to do something. Of 
course going AWOL was always a possibility. Like | said | 
went to see my chain of command, they didn't listen to me. 
Two days later | went to get other help and couldn't do 
anything there. After that it was either go AWOL or go to 
Saudi Arabia. My parents had gotten a hold of somebody in 
Germany Icould stay with until | got my passport. | just talked 
to them after the movie so | was pumped up... | was just 
pissed off because | was just thinking about my whole 
situation throughout the whole movie and, being a rebellious 
movie as it was, | just got sort of pumped up. | called my 
parents on that Sunday nightand they had gotten ahold of the 
person that morning. | said, well, I've got somewhere to 
stay... So Ilefton the 24th of December and | spentspent that 
night in a train station. 


What does AWOL mean? 

Absent without leave - or you fucked up for leaving. You 
can get in a lot of trouble but that wasn't really on my mind 
because it was either get in trouble for that or kill someone 
and have that conscious for the restof my life, or getkilled and 
have no more life. 


What's to stop soldiers, say in Europe, from going 
AWOL? 

Forone, you’rein Europe. To give you a couple of figures; 
only 8% of the American population has passports, .01% of 
that is in the military with a civilian passport. Luckily Iwas in 
that 01%. When you're in Europe you have nowhere to go. 
You can go underground which is very difficult, for one, you 
stick out like a sore thumb, two, you don’t have a passport so 
if the police ask you can get in trouble if you don't have itwith 
you. There's really nothing for you to do. You're kind of a 
prisoner of the military. 


So you thought it was in your best interest to get back 
to the U.AS.? 

Yes. | had no support in Germany - none at all. My 
chain of command, civilian help... there was no one who 
would helpme. The Green Party really couldn'thelp because 
they've lost alot of power in the governmenta few years back 
- besides | was an American. | had heard stories of Eric 
Larson, he’s amarine decided he was going to file for CO and 
he was going around. My family had come with all kinds of 
names and people that could help back in the U.AS. | though, 
with all that support back there and having the means to get 
back, I had a passport and the money, and | realized there 
was no support in Germany, so | left. 


“What's the usual procedure the military takes when 
dealing with AWOL soldiers. 

well, first they hope you come back, which some people 
do. Some people really don’t have a good reason for going 
AWOL their unit moved and the left a girlfriend in another 
town, or something like that, so they come back Other 
peoplearejustsick of the military bullshitand they leave, then

they'll come back because they're kind ofata dead end, can't 
get a job or anything. As far as AWOL goes, the military 
doesn't put out any kind of warrant for you, unless you're in 
Germany, which means you can't leave if you're AWOL. 
They don't put out any kind of warrant out for you until you 
become a deserter, which, innormal cases, can take up to 90 
days afteryou left. At that time they put outa federal warrant 
foryourarrestand you can getstopped anytime, for aregular, 
county speeding ticket, or whatever, and there will be federal 
warrant out for your arrest. At that point you will be incarcer- 
ated and senttojail, then to the brig, and thecourt-marshaled, 
then sent to prison. 


What dodo you thinkis going to happen to you? What 
is your situation? 

My position. is AWOL. As far as | know my unit is in Saudi 
Arabia. The unit would have to fill out the paperwork that 
would make you a deserter. | don't think they're going to 
worry about making me a deserter while the bullets are flying. 
They're not going to stop and get out the type writer while 
there's incoming. | don’t think they'll do that. Imay be AWOL 
until the war ends, or at least slows down so they can do 
something. | have no idea. 


Have you filed for conscientious objector status? 

Itried to. I tried to turn myselfin, but they said all they were 
going to was give me a ticket to Germany, which | would 
eventually have to pay for out of my own pocket.. One of the 
big loopholes that fuck up people trying to become conscien- 
tious objectors, that while they are doing this they are accept- 
ing pay and by accepting pay youare part ofthe military. They 
will say you accepted pay for it so you obviously aren't a 
conscientious objector. They trick you into getting paid 
somehow, so | can't go back to Germany because that will 
shot a big hole in my CO case, and they won't take me in 
America, all they would do is give me a ticket back. 


So you're actually going to have to wait until you're in 
front of a court to present you conscientious objector 
case? 

I don’t know if I'm going to be able to do that. When I'ma 
deserter l'Il be able to turn myself in anywhere so l'Il probably 
have to wait until then. | have someone checking on that 
every week. So as soon as I'm a deserter | can turn myself 
in and do one of two things. could get sent to prison, or just 


What is the least they'll do to you? 

The least they can do, thatwould be most beneficial tome, 
would be for them to review my conscientious objector 
papers and give me an honorable discharge. | don't really 
care because the military, as far as I'm concerned, doesn't 
know anything about honor. Whatever discharge | get | don't 
care. I'm not planning on using the military in any way as a 
reference, or anything. | mean I'll lose my chance of getting 
a VA loan, but | wouldn't do that anyway because I'll just be 
turning around and supporting something | don't believe in. 


Whats the worst situation, they don’tstillexecute de- 
serters do they? 

It's happened in Vietnam, but that's desertion on the front 
line - they'll shoot you for that. In my case, probably eight 
years in prisonment. | hope that doesn't happen to me. | 
know someone whois in the Naval Reserves and hejustwent 
to a meeting where he said they had lowered the sentence 
because they expected so many people to do this, so they 
wouldn't flood the prison system, which would mean the 
maximum ofwhat could getwould be twoyears. Idon'tknow 
who | should believe more. 


Have you heard any numbers on people deserting? 

| really haven't, but | know in Germany more and more 
people are doing it They go AWOL in Germany and they 
have no way of getting back to the states. | really feel sorry 
for them. they don’t want to go over there, they don’t want to 
kill, or they're more selective, like they don't think that this is 
a just war. | don't think any war is a just war. I've heard of 
more and more people going AWOL in Germany. It’s not that 
difficult if you know someone. It's not that hard to find a job 
either paying cash; like some paying up to ten marks and 
hours. Ifyou know the language it's even easier because you 
don'tstick outas much. You can grow your hair out and just 
say you're a student. 


What about people going public? 

Yeah, a lot of people are going public but they are going 
about it in the wrong way. They're saying that they are con- 
scientious objectors but they haven'tdone their homework as 
far as the military is concerned. In order to get CO in the 
military, you've got to object towarinany form. Alotof people 
are going CO and are saying this war is not right, but I would 
fight in other wars. They’re not thinking about what they're 
doing. Their conscientious objection will be totally false 
because, as far as the military is concerned, they're not со 
unless they object to all war. A lot of people have done their 
homework well enough to be actually discharged from the 
military. 


Whatkind offeeling have yougotten of public supportfor 
conscientious objectors? 

I've got sort of a slanted point of view in my favor. Of 
course, |was involved in “Minnesota Speaks to Washington.”

| Was up on stage during that event at the University of 
Minnesotaat Northrop Auditorium. Therewas 10,000 people 
who showed up and were against the war. That was before 
the war started. Afterwards, again I've got a very slanted 
point of view, I've been talking with Veterans for Peace, 
Women Against Military Madness and so on... There's a lot 
of groups I've been associating with so | feel | have a lot of 
support, but | don’t know how it relates to the rest of society. 
Its a relatively new thing over the past couple of months and 
there's very few people in my situation where they. made it 
back to the U.AS. 


What does conscientious objector mean? 

As faras the military is concerned, ifyou are CO shouldn't 
have ever joined in the first place. No | don’t know anybody 
that hasn't changed their point of view over a period of time. 
They can’t have you join the military and expect you not to 
change. As far as they're concerned.. well it’s pretty self- 
explainatory... you object to all wars, not violence per se, but 
killing for reasons conscience. As far as I'm concerned, that's 
aboutwhat itis too. lobjectto killing, Iwon't kill. 1don't want 
tobekilledso|won'tkill. believe in doing onto others as you 
would want them to do on to you. | don't care what kind of 
reasons they give mein the Army. 


What about being a vegetarian in the military? 
|wasa vegetarian and Itried to continue to be a vegetarian 


„when l went to Germany and | and continued to be a 
_Vegetarian until the middle of November. | started to get 


weak, I gotsick, had diarrhea... They portion their food so that 
there's a certain portion of this starch and that protein. |had 
no choice | had to eat meat from the middle of November to 
when left. Itwas pretty much impossible to buy my.own food 
because they didn’t pay me enough. I'ma vegetarian again 
now that I'm back. 


Doyouhaveany political beliefs that you wish todiscuss? 

Well, politically, I've never really agreed with the govern 
ment. But, like | said, | joined the military because of the 
money, and | never really put much thought into supporting 
my country. They were more supporting me more than |was 
supporting the country. | guess I've called myself an anar- 
chist several times. | do believe in anarchy and I.do think it 
can work, ~

Doyou think the lack of U.S. wars with high casuatties 
in our generation's lifetime has gotten less and less 
people to think about the ultimate consequences of their 
enlistment? 

Oh yeah. The last war where a lot of people were killed 
was Vietnam and of course | was a child then, so were you, 
we were too young to understand. We didn’tunderstand that 
kind of thing. Perhaps all we learned along the way was that 
we shouldn't have been there. Of course there's some 
people that are more educated onit, but people our age don't 
understand it.

Is the military a safe place for people?

Morallyand 
to continue your life, not atall. They do what they want with 
you. You are alower class person. Generally, you're in what 
could be compared to the Soviet-style Gulag prison; you're 
there and there's really nothing you can do about it. | think 
they work very hard to make all their little soldiers the same. 
They try to conform you into being exactly the same. It goes 
further than just marching. Like I said, they were brainwash- 
ing people into thinking this was a “just war” in Saudi Arabia.

This Issue: Everyone's Guide to Understanding AIDS

This month | am straying a bit from the topic of “Alternative 
Wimmin’s Health Care” in order to provide some information 
about the “AIDS Virus’, how itis acquired and spread as well 
as practices which avoid it Although it seems this topic 
should be well covered and understood, | am constantly 
amazed at the misunderstandings, panic, and homophobia 
that | have encountered in the punk / hardcore / metal / *Al- 
ternative" (whatever) scene. 

So what I'm basically going to do here is to pass on some 
info from Gay Men’s Health Crisis and ACT UP/N.Y. on what 
exactly AIDS is - how its transmitted, how it can be avoided, 
who is at risk, and what is “safe sex” and “safer” needle use. 
1 hope primarily to show that AIDS is not a “gay, white male 
disease" - which is what the media have played it up to be. 
Consider these statistics: 

“AIDS is now the LEADING CAUSE of death for 

women, ages 19-34 in New York City. It is rapidly 

becoming the leading cause of death for infants under 
one year of age. 

“Nationally, women now comprise 13% of reported 

AIDS cases. Women with AIDS are now the fastest 

growing demographic group of PWA'S (people with 

AIDS), as well there is reason to believe that the 

number of women with AIDS is GREATLY underre- 

ported (more on that later). 

“Nationally, although African American and Latino 

woman comprise 25% of the population, they repre- 

sent almost 75% of women with AIDS. 

These statistics were taken from end notes of Chapters 1, 2, 
and 3 of Women AIDS & Activism (see references). 

Think because you're heterosexual, or female, or only shoot 
up drugs occasionally that you aren'tatrisk? Think Again. All. 
groups of people no matter what your race, sex, or sexual 
persuasion are affected by AIDS. Later on in this article 
there's alittle questionnaire as to what behaviors are thought 
to be transmitters of the HIV virus. But now, here's the 


technical stuff; | tried to use terms easily understood most of | 


the time, butsometimes the medical jargon cannotbe avoided. 


What is AIDS? 
The acronym AIDS stands for Acquired Immune Defi- 
- ciency Syndrome. Itis an infectious, transmittable retrovirus 
-a disease in which your bodies immune system is weakened 
(compromised) and eventually destroyed. Therefore, people 
who have the AIDS virus are vulnerable to certain infections/ 
p. cancers whichahealthy person's immune systemwould tight 


Pneunocystitis Carinii Pneumonia (PCP), which is a fungal 
infection of the lungs, and Kaposis Sarcoma (KS), a rare, 
atypical form of Cancer. KS, which affects primarily homo- 
Sexual or bisexual men has shown a decline in the percent- 
age of cases, probably due to safer sex education in the gay 
community. The percent of cases of PCP has remained high. 

Women and the AIDS diagnoses is a completely different 
story - because the focus of AIDS research is on men and the 
opportunistic infections they get, women are underdiag- 
nosed by the Center for Disease Control, since they do not fit 
the disease pattern. There may be different opportunistic 
infections that affect women infected with the HIV virus (more 
on this later). 


What Causes AIDS? 

Most traditional’ medical/scientificobservers believe that 
AIDS is caused by a retrovirus known as Human Immunode- 
ficiency Virus (HIV). HIV seems to have an incubation period 
of 5 tol Oyears ormore (incubation period is the length of time 
from initial infection to the development of symptoms). HIV 
damages primarily cells in the immune system in humans, in- 
vading and reproducing in T-Lymphocytes and macrophages 
(two types of white blood calls) as well as brain cells. What 
happens is eventually these lymphocytes are destroyed, 
leaving the infected person immune-deficientand vulnerable 
4 to attack by viruses, fungi, protozoa, bacteria, and other 

apsorently opportunistic diseases such as cancers.’ 

HIV infection is believed to be lifelong - even if the infected 
personisnotshowing any symptoms ofthe disease, itstill can 
be transmitted. The number of AIDS cases is monitored; the 
number of people who are HIV+ is only estimated. The 
diagnosis of AIDS is given to.an HIV+ person when a 
predetermined set of opportunistic infections or cancers are 
discovered and can be medically documented or when either 
a waisting syndrome (large weight loss) or HIV dementia 
(changes in mental alertness) are identified.2 The problem 
here for women who are HIV+ is that many are dying of 
opportunistic infections without ever receiving the diagnosis 

2) of AIDS. Without this diagnosis, they are excluded from the 
Statistics - and getting counted and treated while they are still 
alive! Some believe that chronic, untreatable Candida Albi- 
cans (yeast) infections and Pelvic Inflamitory disease (PID) 
are two opportunistic infections that afflict HIV+ women and 
are signs of a failing immune system. 


How is HIV Transmitted? 

HIV is transmitted by any practice that puts your blood- 
stream in contact with an HIV infected persons blood or 
semen. Saliva and tears are considered unlikely sources of 
transmission and have not been linked to transmission of HIV 
~ contact with feces (shit) of an infected person, may pose a 
greater risk of transmission due to the possible presence of 
blood in the feces. HIV has also been identified in the breast 
milk, as well as cervical and vaginal secretions, and men- 
strual blood. As well, it may be that HIV may directly infect the 


off The two most frequently reported of these infectionsare 


cells of the innerlining of the vagina and cervix inmale/female 
sex, in anal sex (no matter what the sex of the one receiving 
is) transmission to the “insertive” partner is believed to take 
place through exposure of the male urethrae mucus mem- 
branes with contaminated body fluids. Several cases of AIDS. 
have been attributed to the ingestion of cervical/vaginal se- 
cretions as well as breast milk? 

What are the Highest Risks for Transmissions? 

1. Contaminated blood or blood products for transfusion orin- 
jection. 

2. Contaminated needles, syringes, bulbs, works, or cookers. 
3. Unprotected anal intercourse with an infected person; 
primarily for the “receptive” partners whether male or female 
(the partner whose ass is getting fucked). HIV may be 
transmitted by the ripping of the rectal tissue and subsequent 
bleeding which provides access for the infected sperm to the 
bloodstream; recent evidence also suggests that the HIV 
may directly infect the inner lining or wall of the colon, which 
includes the anus and rectum. 

4. Unprotected vaginal intercourse with an infected partner. 
5. Ingestion of infected partners seminal fluid (pre-cum), 
ejaculate (cum), cervical or vaginal secretions, breast milk, 
blood or any body fluids or secretions that are contaminated 
with blood. 


Who is at Risk For Contracting HIV? 
Itis not your sexual preference or race or sex which puts you 
at risk of HIV infection - itis your behaviors. To assess your 
own risk for contracting HIV, answer the following yes or no 
questions for the year 1977 to the present: (taken from 
Women, Activism, and AIDS). 
“Have you used drugs or alcohol to the point of im- 
paired judgment and memory loss (i.e. got really, really 
fucked up) and went home with someone and didn't 
remember what you did? 
“Have you had unsafe sex (see “What is Safe Sex”) by 
consent or by force? 
“Did you receive a blood transfusion or blood products 
before 1985? (In mid 1985 a test was developed to 
screen blood for HIV.) 
“Have you shared unsterilized hypodermic needles or 
otherdrug works, orshared unsterilized needles, safety 
pins, etc. for tattooing or piercing? 
“Have you had a needlestick injury involving an HIV+ 
blood sample? 


= 


speculum, mirror, and flashlight, can show you if there are 
any cuts, abrasions, or unusual secretions that could putyou 
more at risk of contracting HIV. As well take a good look at 
your partners genitals before preforming oral sex. 

For the person doing the licking, sucking, the susceptibil- 
ity to HIVis how healthy he/she is from the lips to stomach. 
Some routes for HIV to be transmitted include cold sores, 
bleeding gums, sore throats, and ulcers. Avoid brushing or 
flossing your teeth (which can cause bleeding) and smoking 
(which opens up blood vessels in your throat) before or after 
sex. 

For vaginal /anal intercourse, whether you have sex with 
men or women, the guidelines are the same - use a latex 
tubber and a water based lubercant, preferably one that 
contains a spermacide, unwrap the condom carefully so that 
itdoesn’t tear, puta drop of lube inside of the tip of the rubber 
(which makes it feel better) unrollitall the way down (don't put 
lube on the inside of the rubber, the shaft, this will help keep 
it from falling off). Ifyour condom doesn'thave a reservoir at 
the end forthe cum, leave a halfinchatthe top while you unroll 
it. Put some lube on the outside of the rubber as well as on 
the vagina or asshole (your asshole needs extra lube be- 
cause it does not lubricate itself during sex - extra lube can 
keep the rubber from breaking). Never reuse a condom. 

Ifyou're givinga mana blowjob, he should wear acondom 
from start tofinish. Unlubed condoms taste better than lubed; 
itmay help the taste to wipe off the powder that lightly covers 
the condom. You canalso make yourown “topping” by using 
syrups, jellies, etc. - just make sure you don't use anything 
with oils, alcohol, or animal fats in them as they will deterio- 
tate the rubber. Ifyour healthy from yourlips to your stomach 
(i.e. no cold sores, ulcers, etc.) risk of exposure to HIV may 
be reduced if you don't let your partner come in your mouth 
or swallow his cum.® 

Cunnilingus (eating outa woman) and rimming are safest 
when a barrier is used to cover the vagina / asshole. Dental 
dams can be used; they are commonly advocated by health 
care workers). To use a dental dam, cover the side that goes 
against the vagina with lube, and hold in place with your 
hands (or your partners). Dental dams are really thick and 
some women have complained that they don't allow for much 
feeling. You can also cut the tip off ofa rubber (condom) and 
slit it lengthwise or cut out the palm of a surgical glove. 
Anotheralternative (though untested) is ordinary plastic wrap 
such as Seran, Handi-wrap, Gladwrap, etc. Make sure you 
use abrand that is heavy enough -to test for porousness, you 
can wrap a cut onion the plastic - if you can smell the onion 
its not thick enough to prevent the HIV from passing through. 

Use latex gloves foranal and vaginal finger and fist fucking 
ifyou have cuts or openings on your hands, or you bite or clip 
your nails too short. Also, never go back and forth from anal 
to vaginal sex without changing the condom. Ifyou use any 
sex toys, dildos,eyc., you should put a condom on it if it is 
passed from person to person - or you can use your own, 
exclusively. Some dildos can be boiled to sterilize them.

“Have you had unsafe sex involving oral contact with 
blood or vaginal fluids of a woman who has shared 
unsterilized needles or who has unsafe sex with a 
man? 
Ifyou answered ‘yes to any of these questions, thenyou may 
be at risk for HIV infection. 


What Is Safe Sex? 

Safe sex is taking responsibility for your sexual behavior 
to protectyourselfand your partners againstthe transmission 
of HIV. Safer sex is more than alist of can/cannot practices, 
itis a way of exploring sexuality in ways that do not put you 
or your partners atrisk. As well, safer sex can notonly protect 
you from the HIV virus but also for women unwanted preg- 
nancy and sexually transmitted diseases such as Syphilis, 
Gonorrhea, Chlamydia, Chancrord, Herpes, and Hepatitis B. 
As well, safer sex protects people who are HIV+ from reinfec- 
tion with the virus which could accelerate suppression of the 
immune system and from other infections. ** 

` Safer sex basically involves any practice that does not 
allow blood, semen, or vaginal secretions to be exchanged 
from person to person. Currently the best protection against 
HIV infection transmission are barrier methods - when sex 
includes the possibility of blood, semen, or vaginal fluids to 
enter the bloodstream through the mouth, vagina, or anus. 
Barrier methods include condoms, dental dams (square 
sheets of latex recommended for oral sex and rimming, 
available through your dentist, medical supply houses, or gay 
organizations), heavy gage household wrap (Seran, Glad 
Wrap,etc), latex surgical gloves, and fingercoats, which fit 
over one finger instead of the whole hand. 

With any type of latex barrier be sure to use a safe 
lubercant such as K-Y. Don’t use Vaseline, baby oil, vege- 
table oil, or moisturizing lotion (which contains chemicals that 
dissolve latex). Lubricants such as Stroglide and Foreplay 
(available at sex shops, etc.) are water based and contain 
nonoxynol 9 or octoxynol 9 - spermicides which also inhibit 
the transmition of HIV. 

Blood and semen contain the highest concentration of 
HIV. Vaginal secretions have a lower concentration of HIV, 
buthigh enough to create a risk of transmition. Although HIV 
is found in trace amount in saliva, there is no evidence that 
HIV can be transmitted this way, because saliva does not 
have enough HIV to transmit the virus the possibility from an 
infected person to someone he or she is eating out is 
extremely low; however bleeding or infections in the mouth 
and cuts and genital sores such as herpes could make the 
tisk viable. The risk posed by vaginal secretions alone is 
relatively low but it can be raised easily by several factors 
including heavy vaginal secretions, vaginal infections such 
as Chlamydia or yeast (the infected secretions contain white 
blood cells which contain HIV and therefore increase the 
concentration of HIV in vaginal fluids. 

It is extremely- important now to kriow what a healthy 
vagina and labia look like. Regular self-checks with a plastic 


shoot up, getyour own needles and works -don'tuse anyone — 


else’s, - don't share any part of your works (needles, 
syringes,and cookers) - don’t share or reuse cottons. If you 
have to share, or if you rent needles from a gallery, or buy 
them unbagged or rebagged, you must clean them thor- 
oughly. 

Clean your works, or any needles being used for tattooing 
or piercing by: 

(1) Pour rubbing alcohol (ethanol) into a clean glass 

{available at a drug store) 

(2) Pull alcohol up into syringe through needle, shake 

well, squirt out alcohol. 

(3) Repeat several times. 

(4) Take works apart. тм 

(5) Let entire set of works soak in alcohol for 10 to 15 

minutes. 
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(6) Pour alcohol out . 

(7) Let works dry. 

Another method to clean needles ect. is household bleach - 
(1) Pour 1 ounce of bleach and 9 ounces of running tap 
water in to glass or cup. Repeat steps from before, 
using this bleach solution rather than the alcohol. 
Rinse works well, using running water from a faucet. 

In Conclusion... 

Well that about wraps it up. Keep in mind that safe sex 
does not necessarily mean monogamy -as long as the sex is 
always safe, it doesn't matter how many partners you have. 
Тһе Неа/іһ Department / Government agencies may want 
you to believe that AIDS is some divine retribution for “un- 
natural” behavior and say that heterosexual monogamous 
relationships are the only true ways to completely avoid the 
AIDS virus. Any return to a false sense of morality can only 
lead to misinformation and shame and guilt, the death rate will 
sky rocket (as does the teenage pregnancy rate.- anothér 
example of false morality being imposed. Keep this in mind 
when you read about AIDS in the newspapers and who are 
the sources you are’ getting your information from. | have 
found that the Gay and Lesbian community have the mostup_ 
to date and accurate information about AIDS and the HIV 
virus. It is only through safe sex and needle use education 
thatwe can slow down and stop the rate of transmission. As 
well, a bit of direct action towards those who would keep us 
ill is desperately needed! Act Up! Fight Back! Fight AIDS!

AUTONOMOUS ORGANIZING AND 
RESISTANCE TO THE OIL WAR 


Organizing anarchist activities has taken on a new meaning as anarchists unite with other 
anarchists as well as other groups protesting the Oil War. As a federation of groups we advocate 
organizing but we wish to stress that each group, affiliate or individual in the A.Y.F., or anywhere for 
that matter, has the ultimate judgement on how to organize, who to partake activities with, and what 
these shall be. We advocate orchestrated actions by several people or groups, but we stress that each 
group or person has the ultimate authority to make his or her own judgements. It is this kind of 
autonomy, we feel, that is needed for strong anarchist resistance to the war and the state. 

With that in mind, we wam of others trying to make decisions for you. This includes “peace 
police" telling you what you can and cannot do at actions, martials herding you along a march route 
like sheep, or even others within our movement making decisions on what you can or cannot do. We 
can work with other groups and individuals, but on an equal basis only. If we are to smash the system 
and it's dominance, then we have to smash the fundamental system of dominance and coercion that 
upholds if. Don't follow orders. Don't listen to others commands, Don't be a sheep. Oppose all 
authority except one's self.
